written English language was intended to be 
as Greek to the Briton on this side of the 
Atlantic.

You and I, who enjoy a good short story in 
our leisure moments, know of more than one 
“high-class,” presumably, English magazine 
printed on the best paper, with beautiful 
illustrations by good artists, and a list of 
well-known names of. contributors, amongst 
which are many unmistakably American ones. 

According to our tastes, we read first a 
story by Hutehinson or by Frankau, or we 
turn to one of those whose authors are our 
favourite short-story writers. 

Perhaps we are attracted by the pictures 
illustrating one of the contributions ; they take 
our fancy, the men are so virile and handsome, 
the women so lovely and graceful; besides, 
their frocks are absolutely the dernier eri, 
and quite as worthy ef copying as those ina 
fashion paper.

There are many splendid American 
Magazines, with illustrations which are 
artistically beautiful, and writing which is 
striking in its strength and originality, but 
there is something wanting in even the best 
of them. What is it} It is not literary 
skill; it is not ideas; all these are present, 
and are ' mixed. with brains.’ Then it 
must be that our social conditions are 
different, our ideals different, and we—some 
of us, at. least—prefer our own language and 
our own home setting.

Yesterday the ninth anniversary of the 
Battle of the Marne was celebrated at 
Meaux. A solemn service was held in 
the Cathedral, and several of the heroes 
of that famous fight foregathered at the 
scene of their wonderful victory to do 
honour to the thousands of gallant men 
who gave their lives in its achievement. 
The war seems to be such á long way off 
now that we are apt to forget those awful 
weeks nine years ago when the flood tide 
of Germany's might was sweeping over the 
face of France, devastating her fairest 
cities, and leaving behind it a trail of 
wreckage which even now persists in all its 
hideous gauntness. Hearts were low in 
those days, and men of little faith were 
inclined to despair, when, like a burst of 
sunshine through a leaden sky, the almost 
incredible news of the Marne lightened the 
darkness of the civilised world. Military 
experts have given their explanations of 
that great, decisive battle. We all. know 
how von Kliick made his costly blunder, 
and how the French and British Generals 
turned it instantly to their advantage ; 


think in terms of strategical manceuvres, 
and the victory of the Marne was regarded 
as a miraculous deliverance. . It certainly 
determined the fortunes of the war. But 
for the Marne, the Germans: almost un- 
doubtedly would have captured Paris and 
the Channe] ports, France would have 
suffered Belgium's fate and German tax- 
gatherers might have been sitting in the 
Dublin Customs House to-day France 
and Britain by their unity saved the world 
from a dreadful tyranny on the banks of 
the Marne. While those two great 
nations survive the mists of time never 
will blot out the memory of that common 
triumph, 

The passage of years has wrought wo- 
ful changes. Nine years ago the people of 
and Britain were as one. 
Threatened with a cruel. scourge, they 
buried the differences and the misunder- 
standings of centuries, and throughout 


RDON WATT, M.A. | four and a half years of bitter trial their 


mutual faith never wavered. Now, un- 
fortunately, that noble unity has been 
broken. ‘The entente between France and 
forms of friendship are concerned; but 
the spirit that informs it is no longer 
ithe spirit of the Marne. It is easy to 
apportion blame, and to say that this 
statesman or that is responsible’ for the 
unhappy oe which has sprung up 
between the Allies. The trath is that 
grave faults have been committed by both 
ses, and that seltish interests have been 
allowed to take precedence of the 
common cause for which so much was 
sacrificed, The ideals of the war 
seem to have been forgotten. ‘The greed 
of gain, the petty jealousies, the 
mistrust and suspicion of the bad, ~ old 
times have asserted themselves again, and 
nations, as well as individuals, seem to 


have abandoned themselves once more to. 


the shameful game of “beggar my neigh- 
bour.” Throughout Europe the links of 
The League of 
Nations, which was formed to enshrine the 
high ideals of the war, has fallen into ill 
| repate.- Both France and Italy have 
turned their backs on it ; and, while most

The Japanese Navy. 


'The enormous calamity that has visited 
the people of Japan will have many re- 
percussions which will. make themselves 
felt as soon as the total extent of the 
tragedy has been assessed, .One result, 
already reported, is that Japan has been 
reduced to the condition of a third class 
Naval Power by the total destruction of 
her great naval dockyard at Yokosuka, in- 
cluding the entire stock of fuel oil, the 
torpedo dépót, and ammunition base. The 
Naval Academy also is said to have been 
destroyed, and ten thousand of the naval 
personnel are supposed to have lost their 
lives. Added to this, two capital ships 
are reported to have been carried ashore 
by the tidal wave, and two more to have 
been capsized at anchor. Probably it will 
appear finally that the loss of tonnage is 
not so great as was at first reported. For 
example, the four battleships reported to 
have been destroyed, the Satsuma, Mikasa, 
Asahi, and Aki, are all on the list of 
ships. destined to be scrapped under the 
Washington Treaty. It seems clear, 
nevertheless, that Japanese naval power 
has suffered a very substantial diminction, 
and the question must arise whether this. 
cannot be made the basis of a further 
reduction of armaments al] round. It 
Japan were assured by the other Naval 
Powers that her relative strength would 
be preservea, not by sanctioning fresh 
expenditure on her part at a time when 
she needs all her financial strength to 
make good her loss, but by a further re- 
duction of battleship tonnage on their 
part, it would. constitute an act of inter- 
nationa] altruism that would prove to the 
world once and for all that the spirit 
which is supposed to inform the League of 
Nations really lives. Nor would it affect 
adversely the other Naval Powers, all of 
whom, with the possible exception of the 
United States, have no spare money to 
spend on competing armaments. A few 
days ago s visiting Chilean statesman 
rointed out that, while the seven smallest 
Furopran nations were spending forty- 
two million pounds a year on their navies, 
the whole of South America, with a 
population of ninety millions, was only 
spending sixteen million pounds. The 
moral seems to be that the principle of 
the Washington agreement could be 
carried a great dea] further, now that the 
international taxpayer has accustomed 
himself to the novel idea of cutting navies 
down instead of building them. If the 
Japanese disaster can be used for this 
laudable purpose something tangible will 
have been saved from the wreck.

IRISH SCHOOL’ OF 
MILITARY, MUSIC, 
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INTERESTING PERFORMANCE 


AT THE CURRAGH. 


The guests who visited yesterday the Irish 
School of Military Music, established at the 
Curragh some six months ago, were both sur- 
prised and pleased. The school is the result of 
General Muicahy’s desire to raise the standard 
of musical taste throughout Ireland. Or, 
rather, it is an effort to introduce good music 
into every town and village in Ireland. In a 
few years bands trained at the school will be 
available for the purpose, and will no doubt 
play an important part in the development of 
Irish culture. 

In the carrying out of his project General 
Mulcahy had many difficulties to face, That 
he has surmounted some of them was abun- 
dantly proved yesterday. It was sheer: good 
luck that he found for the headship of the 
school a fine musician, Colonel Fritz, Brasé, 
who was the conductor of the famous Im- 
perial Guards band in Berlin. Another 
eminent musician, Dr. Larchet, is the Musical 
Adviser. The first combination put into 
training consists of young men, specially 
selected for trueness of ear, who are as keen 
as possible on the work. 

The system of training is that of Boehm, 
which is the most modern known, and differs 
materially from that in use in the British and 
French Armies. ‘Under it the bands are 
smaller than those with which we in Ireland 
have been acquainted. The system is calcu- 
lated to draw out the musical feeling of each 
individual player, with the result that the 
interpretation gains immensely. Furthermore, 
it makes the work very interesting to the 
bandsmen, who frequently give hours of their 
leisure time ‘to the task of perfecting them 
selves in their instruments. 

Yesterday's programme was an exacting test 
for a young band, but the performance justi- 
fied the conductor’s assertion that even already 
he would not be ashamed to bring his band to 
Berlin. The most difficult piece played was 
Liszt’s No. 2 *‘ Rhapsodie.’’ Listening to the 
technique shown in this performance and 
feeling the effect, it was hard.to persuade one- 
self that it had been produced by a band only 
a few months old. The company present— 
many of them expert musicians—were 
enthusiastic. The overture to Wagner's 
'* Rienzi’’ was another fine performance, and 
the ‘‘ Peer Gynt Suite” showed the power of 
the band in a different phase. It was delight- 
ful to listen to the Carmen selection and the 
“ William Tell” overture. Colonel Brasé’s 
arrangement of Irish airs was altogether out 
of the common, as was also the ‘‘ General 
Mulcahy March.” the conductor's own com- 
position. Seldom has the Blue Danube Waltz 
sounded so pleasing, and the daintiness of 
the Mignon overture was very well brought 
out. | 

Colonel Brasé is a strong conductor, abound- 
ing in action that compels the band. His 
style is not unlike that of Sir Thomas 
Beecham, but more emphatic.

Irish Cattle. 


The latest embargo on Irish cattle exe 
ports has been quickly cancelled, for, ag 
the Minister of Agriculture announces, 
exhaustive. inquiries, both in Ireland and 
this country, have failed to indicate that 
foot-and-mouth disease exists in Ireland.

The sugges 
tion of the Ministry that the disease was 
introduced into the Irish animals’ landing 
place at Fleetwood from one of the local 
centres of infection is, probably, correct. 


A Treasure Qdest. 


The treasure quest is to be inaugurated 
here by Lotd Willoughby de Broke. and 
an influential committee, the profits to 
be -given for the relief of destitute 
loyalists in Southern Ireland. The firss 
prize is a sum of six thousand pounds, 
the largest sum yet offered in any similar 
competition, while the second will be for 
two thousand, and the third for ona 
thousand. 


Germany and the Allies. 


The reports recently current that the 
German Government was about to make 


an offér to the Allies with regard to the 


Ruhr seem to be somewhat premature. 
Berlin, it is now believed, has no such im- 
mediate intention of climbing down. The 
Chancellor, Herr Stresemann, however. 
has come to the conclusion that 
the financial position of his country wilt 
not allow it to finance passive resistance 
in the Ruhr much longer, but he has tr 
consider the appeals of the local popula- 
tion, who beg -him to assist them to 
continue their resistance. It is also saia 
that the Chancellor has determined 
should he decide to drop resistance, te 
address his offer to all the Allies simul- 
taneously, and not to France alone. This 
would be the proper course, and might 
save & considerable amount of discussion 
and trouble. 


A New Coup. 


It would be interesting to know who is 
responsible for the rumours, vague, but;

upheaval in Germany during the next few 
days.

LITTLE ADA'S LONELY 


HOW SHE STRUGGLED | 
-» TO SAVE LIFE,» 


(Special Cable from HAROLD NOICE,- 

Commander of the Wrangel Island Relief 
ff Baepedition) —. 
NOME, ALASKA, September T. 

The Arctic has added many _ illistrious 
names to the scroll of the great, but most of 
these have been men. To that long list must 
now be added the quaint name of Ada Black- 
jack, the little Eskimo girl—a slip of a girl, 
less. than 100ib.. weight—who, although 
brought up in the town of Nome, familiar 
with electric lights and the comforts of a 
modern city, nevertheless. managed to live by 
her own efforts on an uninhabited Arctic 
island, and at the same time no gon eiri oe 
herself and a dyin “ie nion, whom she 
nursed for six pa, After his death she 
lived there alone, in terror of MR ag 
‘bears, but determined. to fight for life to 
-the end, and to endure another wintér upon 
the forsaken isle, if necessary. 

Ada had never fired a shot in her life, nor 
had she ever set a trap; yet she learned to do 
both, and to a where many ‘strong men 
in the past have failed. Her story, as she 
‘told it tome that morning in the cabin of the 
Donaldson, surpasses anything I have ever 
come across in the North. Never have I read 
of anything that quite equals it. Only the 
night before we rescued her, she dreamt she 
heard the whistle of a boat, and when she 
heard our whistle that morning, as she cooked 
her meagre breakfast of tea, dried duck and 
seal oil, she could hardly believe she was not 
dreaming The fog, too, added to the un- 
reality. 

Often as she sat in my cabin telling me her 
story, she would look up quickly and say, 
“TI wonder if this is only a dream; I ‘can 
hardly believe that you have come.” 

ADA MAKES CLOTHES. 

When the little party found that they would 
| not have food to last them. through the 
winter, an attempt to reach Siberia was de: 
termined upon. Ada made new clothing for 
the men, and did her utmost to send them 
away as completely equipped as she could. 
Knight, who was already developing symp- 
toms of scurvy, was to remain with Ada, 
while Crawford, Maurer and Galle were to 
make the attempt. The shore party ‘eft on 
January 28, 1925, leaving Ada and Knight to 
the long and lonely vigil—a vigil which my 
poor old ‘‘pal’’ still keeps beneath the sod 
of Wrangel Island. 

The day after the boys had left a se: ere 
gale sprang up which lasted three days. When 
sne tried to tell me of this, little Ada broke 
down, the tears streamed from her eyes, znd 
she sobbed till I thought her heart was 
breaking. Then she calmed, but for 4 moment 
did not proceed. In her eyes was a strange, 
far-away expression. She seemed to see the 
terrible battle which the boys must have had 
with the awful gale, amid the crashing fipes, 
in the deep darkness of a mid-winter night, 
as they struggled on in a weakened condition, 
and with only five half-starved dogs to haul 
the sledge. 

At first Knight was able to get about a 
bit, but one day, while chopping “wood, he 
fainted, and thereafter did not leave his tent. 
It was not long until he took to his sleeping 
bag for good, and from then on to the end 
little Ada was his untiring nurse. 


' TRAPPING TO SAVE A LIFE. 

Knight knew, and so did she, that his only 
hope fa in securing fresh meat for food, for 
he had been cured of scurvy once by Stefans- 
son, who put him and me on a diet of raw 
caribou steaks when we both were down 
with the disease, on one of the ex- 

lorer’s . sledge journeys in the. Far 
North. So Ada set out t trap 
foxes. She learned how to set traps and 
cover them over with thin blocks of snow so 
that the foxes would not see them. Day 
after day she would visit the traps and carry 
home the catch, but Knight's condition 
rapidly became worse, and she had to spend 
much time attending him. Thuis she was not 
able to go very far from the amp, and con- 
sequently caught few foxes. 

Gradually the. long winter passed, the ice 
broke up, and the snow left the land. The 
birds returned from the south in all their 
millions, and other game became plentiful. 
The day which Ada and Knight ‘had been 
looking forward to with longing arrived, but, 
alas, poor Knight was too far gone. He be- 
came too weak for any food but broth. Still, 
Ada hoped, but jolly, big-hearted Knight 
passed out on June 22, and Ada was left 
alone except for a kitten, now grown to a cat, 
which the boys had brought with them from 
horhe. 

NO. COMPANION BUT A CAT. 

After ‘Knight's death, Ada moved her 
uarters to a little tent about 100 yards away 
rom the tent in which Knight's body lay, 
and it was there we found her. The poor 
little girl had a hard time, both. physically 
and mentally, all by herself on that lonely 
island. Her slender store of provisions had 
dwindled nearly away, and she, who had 
never fired a gun in her life, now took down 
a big 30-40 calibre rifle, set up a target 40 
yards’ distant, and began daily shooting 
ractice, and day after day she tramped the 
bills in search of game. One day she en- 
countered two Polar bears, but feared to trv 
a shot for fear of merely wounding one of 
them, in which case she knew they would 
probably kill her.. She fired over their heads 
and they scrambled out of sight. : 

Another time, in the spring, after the seals 
had come out upon the ice, she crawled for- 
ward wery patiently and carefully up to where 
a seal was sunning itself. Then, using a little 
wooden rest she had made for her gun-barrel, 
she took careful aim and fired. The bullet 
found ite mark and the seal died without a 
quiver. But seals always lie very near their 
breathing holes, or near the edge of the ice; 
and even though dead, they frequently slide 
irto the water before the hunter can reach 
then. Ada, therefore, immediately she fired, 
had thrown aside her rifle and had raced as 
fast as she could over the uneven surface ot 
the ice towards the seal. which was even then 
beginning to slip towards the floe’s edge. 


“ BEWARE THE BEAR.” 


sensed a presence near her, and, glancing 
back over her shoulder, saw a great Polar 
bear, which had evidently been stalking her 
as she stalked the eeal:: Dropping her hope 
of immediate fresh meat, Ada raced for her 
tent, but the bear was too busy gorging upon 
the seal which she had killed to pay any 
attention to her. But often in the morning 
she would see the hugh tracks of Polar bears 
that had come up to het tent to sniff around 
during the night. ae 
This adventure made Ada somewhat timid 
about venturing very far from camp. When 
we rescued her she was working upon a net, 
with which she hoped to catch seals. She had 
also made a small canvas boat, scarcely larger 
than herself, with which to paddle to the 
‘ducks that she shot in near-by waters. When 
we arrived she had but 12Ib. of mouldy pilot 
bread, which she was saving for next winter, 
when she knew she would not be able to do 


much hunting.

HIGH COMMISSIONER’S 


OPTIMISM. 


LONDON, Sunday. 

The Hon. Peter Larkin, Canada’s High 
Commissioner, who returned to London on 
Saturday, accompanied by Mrs. and Miss 
Larkin, from a short trip to Canada, is most 
enthusiastic about the progress being made 
by his country. | 

“Canada is, indeed, a country flowing with 
milk and honev.” he said in an interview 
vesterday. ‘There is practically no unem- 
ployment, and wherever ] went I found happy 
people, living in comfortable homes. There is 
a feeling throughout the country that the 
bad times have gone for ever, and that the 
future is, indeed, bright. 

“The Government has suspended for a 
vear, at least, the clause in the Immigration 
Act that requires a newcomer to have a sum 
of 250 dollars when he enters the country. 
There is thus nothing to prevent young 
people. provided that they are physically and 
mentally sound, from becoming Canadians. I 
know if I were a young man, and were 
ambitious to get on, I would not hesitate for 
one moment as to what I would do. I con- 
sider that Canada to-day offers the greatest 
opportunities of any country in the world.”’ 

he Canadian people were looking forward 
to having the Prince of Wales among them, 
he said, but, of course, they will.respect his 
wish to be treated as a private citizen. Mr. 
Larkin said that the Prince sent him a wire- 
less message on Friday last, welcoming him 
back to England. As the message was signed 
by Lord Renfrew, he was puzzled at first as 
to who the sender was, as when he left

SWIMMER’S FINE 

FEAT. 

Charles Toth..the American, who left Cape 
Grisnez at 6.56 on Saturday evening, suc- 
ceeded in swimming across the English 
Channel and came ashore to the east of St. 
Margarct’s, Dover, at 11.50 vesterday morn- 
ing. He is the third swimmer to accomplish 
the feat this season. é 

His time was 16 hours 54 minutes, a re- 
markable performance so soon after his at- 
tempt on Monday last, when rough seas beat 
him, after an effort lasting 143 hours. Yes- 
terday morning he only missed making a re- 
cord through the set-off cheating him off 
Shakespeare beach. 

Taking the westward drift from Cape 
Grisnez at the start the swimmer used the 
trudgeon stroke throughout. He had an un- 
pleasant spell during the night: Burgess, the 
Yorkshire man, swam with Toth during the 
last two hours. They stepped ashore under- 
neath the cliff, where the Dover Patrol monu. 
ment stands, and after resting on the rock 
were taken aboard a tug to Dover Harbour, 
where Toth met with a hilarious reception, 
and generously recognised Burgess’s help. 

A COLD SWIM. 

Toth was interviewed at Dover while he was 
having a bath, Burgess and Sullivan doing 
my best to scrape the grease off him, He 
said :— 

““T-am feeling pretty rotten. You can 
imagine that after swimming as far as a fellow 
possibly could swim for nearly 17 hours that 
I don’t feel up to the mark. This is my 
second try this week, as I made an attempt on 
Monday last. My goggles worried me a great 
deal at the beginning, for the water got be- 
hind them, and I could not see properly. 

“I was greatly hampered at the beginning 
of the swim, particularly bv the fresh wind 
and by the low temperature of the water. I 
got cold gradually, and later so cold that I 
could scarcely feel mvself. I used the trudgeon 
stroke aj] the way. It was a great struggle at 
the last. I had tried so often, and failed after 
doing so much, that I was determined to suc- 
ceed this time. When T. W. Burgess and a 
French swimmer who was on the tug jumped 
in and swam. with me for the, last one and 
a-half hours of the swim I felt considerably 
bucked up, and that I should succeed.”

ITALO-GREEK CRISIS. 


MARKED IMPROVEMENT 
ME Ehm 


The Times in a leading article says :—The 
reception of the Ambassadors’ Note by Italy 
and Greece affords welcome relief to a situa- 
tion already strained and manifestly pregnant 
with very grave dangers. Greece accepts the 
Note without reserve. Italy has noted and 
adopted it, and renews her declaration that 
she will evacuate Corfu and the neighbouring 
islands ‘‘as soon as Greece shall have given 
full and definitive execution of all the repara- 
tions determined.’’ Were this venewed 
declaration to be insisted upon in its literal 
meaning it must considerably modify the 
general satisfaction created by the assurance 
that Italy has ‘‘adopted’> the Note. . When 
it was drawn up st signed in Paris by the 
Ambassadors of Great Britain, France and 
Italy there was a clear understnding that the 
evacuation was to take place as soon as the 
rites and ceremonies prescribed in the first 
four paragraphs of the Note had been per- 
formed, and that it was not to he delayed 
until the Court of International Justice has 
fixed the indemnity. Weeks, perhaps months, 
must in all likelihood go by before the Court 
can pronounce its finding, and the extension of 
the occupation is to be very earnestly depre- 
cated for obvious reasons. 

The Note makes ample provision for all 
the honorary satisfactions to Italy which she 
cau reasonably demand. The view of the 
British Government, and the view maintained 
in these columns all along, has been that. it 
did not greatly matter whether the question 
of reparations was settled by the League or 
by the Conference of Ambassadors. The 
object to be achieved was a peaceful settle- 
ment by legal means. In fact, the Council 
of the League and the Ambassadors have 
worked hand in hand. The Ambassadors 
have adopted, in substance, the suggestions 
made in the process verbal which. the 
Council forwarded as “likely to assist 
them,” and these suggestions embodied the 
substance & Italian demands, so far as these 


| and with the comity which must be observed 
in deahngs between civilised States. By 
sending a copy of this Note, which bears the 
signature of the Italian Ambassador, to the 
Council, Italy may be taken to have tacitly 
admitted the locus standi of the League in 
the controversy. How far that admission ex- 
tends remajns to be seen. 

This country fully maintains the competence 
of the League to deal with any question which 
may arise out of the evacuation of Corfu, but 
it holds that no question ought to arise on 
this head if Italy acts promptiy and fully in 
accordance with her promises. There remains 
the question of the competence of the League 
to deal with the occupation and with the 
bombardment. That competence also seems 
to us undeniable on any reasonable construc- 
tion of the Covenant. At the same time, we 
entirely share the hope of our French friends 
that nothing rash- will be done at Geneva 
which might cause further complications. The 
League, we have more than once argued, can- 
not decline to exercise its jurisdiction, if 
formally invoked and the complainant insists 
upon a decision. It seems, however, open to 
argument whether the jurisdiction has been 
formally invoked upon this point up till now. 
The Greek appeal to the Council does not 
mention the occupation or the bombardment 
of Corfu at all from beginning to end. 


GAS POISONING. 


THREE BOYS FOUND DEAD. 


A shocking discovery was made at the 
colliery village of New Edlington, near Don- 
caster, yesterday morning, three boys—Joseph, 
Arthur, and Charles Pass, agéd 13, 12, and 5 
respectively, sons of Arthur Pass, a miner— 
being found dead in bed, from coal gas poison- 
ing. The lads occupied one bed in a small 
room upstairs. They retired at. 10.30 o'clock 
on Saturday night. i 

Going to call them, as they did 'not appear 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. their sister 
observed a smell of gas, heard a hissing noise, 
and found gas escaping from a bracket. 
Startled bv the appearance of her brothers, 
she rushed downstairs and informed her 
father, who found the bodies of his boys stiff 
and cold. 

The doctor was called, but could only pro- 
nounce life extinct. It is believed that the 
accident was due to a defect in the gas 
bracket. 


THE LATE ELECTIONS. 


MR. LARKIN AND THE

is an. absence of anything like excitement 
or obvious confusion at such great refu 
centres as. Kobe and Osak: . first thing 
which strikes a new arrival is that there is 
ample evidence that the Government is also 
tackling the appalling situation with calm- 
neas and fortitude. Coníronted with the 
breakdown at, the capital, and the most im- 
portant commercial dity, of almost every 
means of governing, the Government has yet 
been able to erie Senaiderable order follow- 
ing one of the most overwhelming disasters 
in history. 

At present the entire energies of the Go- 
vernment and the nation are concentrated on 
helping the living victims, including hun- 
dreds of thousands of homeless, towards 
which end a gigantic system of relief has 
now been instituted st Tokio, Yokohama, 
Osaka, Kobe, and numerous other places. 

The scrappiness oí the reports hitherto 
available to the outside world regarding the 
catastrophe is largely due to the fact that 
everybody, including the Government, is 
doing the urgent work nearest at hand—that 
is, relief work—and thinking of little else. 
Despite reports to the contrary prevalent in 
China, the Government is continuing to 
function, not from Osaka, but from Tokio. 
Precisely whether it is functioning there ig 
not known here. 
| THE CASUALTY LIST. 

All estimates as to the amount of the 
damage and the number of victims are highly 
provera a Pug but from all accounts the figures 
are 150,000 killed and double that number in: 
jured in Yokohama and Tokio combined, 
which are probably not far off the mark. The 
latest official estimate of the homeless in Tokio 
alone is 1,350,000, and at Yokohama 400,000. 

I find that some earlier wireless reports as 
to the amount of the destruction are not quite 
accurate. [For exaniple, the Imperial Univer- 
sity is not wholly destroyed, and that archi- 
tecturally unique (structure,- the Imperial 
Hotel, is stil] standing. In the’ great con- 
flagration succeeding the earthquake numerous 
priceless art collections were obliterated, The 
fate of Dr. Morrison’s famous library, which 
Baron Iwasaki presented to the Imperial Uni- 
versity, is not known. If, as is believed, it 
was still being classified at Baron Iwasaki's 
house, then probably it was destroyed by the 
fire which gutted that fine new residence. 

Various theories are being advanced as to 
the precise cause of the catastrophe: One 
theorv is that the whole series of earthquakes 
was due to the voleanic activity of what is 
known as the Voleanic range of. mountains, 
including Fuji. Hakone, and ther Idzu penin- 
sular group. The/shape of Fuji, indeed, has 
changed, a fact not observable until to-day, 
owing to its having been enveloped in clouds 
since the earthquake. 


THE MORATORIUM. 


What effect the moratorium at Tokio will 
have upon the money market in Osaka and 
elsewhere is being keenly discussed in business 
circles. At present Tosaka and Kobe money 
markets are tight, but undisturbed. There 
are some who advocate the application of the 
moratorium outtide the zone of the disaster, 
but Osaka bankers think this unnecessary. 
Business in the foreign exchanges has been 
practically at a standstill since the earth- 
yuake. In view of the necessity of import- 
ing foodstuffs, building material, machinery, 
etc., there is a gveat demand for sterling and

The conditions in Tokio show a remarkable

assured. Clothing is‘still wanted, especially 
in view of the cold weather coming. The 
great problem yet to be solved is the housing 
of millions. This is particularly pressing, 
because the rainfall is very frequent in 
Japan. The exodus of people from Tokio by 
ra}l and sea is numbered by thousands every 
day. Thev are refugees seeking shelter wit 
friends and relatives in the unaffected zones,

The destruction of Tokio and Yokohama is 
necessitating a transfer of the headquarters 
of many infinential business concerns to 
Osaka and Kobe, and it is helieved that 
Japan's commercial activities will, be centred 
in those towns. Already plans are being dis- 
cussed for the taking over of new lines of 
business there. For instance. Kobe is plan- 
ning to créate a raw silk conditioning house 
as the first requisite for taking over Yoko- 
hama's principal export trade.
